On* Canal Concession Expire* by 1.1 m - - 
tatlon. 

New York.—The rival Nicaragua 
oanal concessions, held respectively 
by the Maritime Canal Company and 
the Cragin-Graoe .syndicate, has come 
to the front again when, according to 
the decree of the Nicaraguan Govern* 
ment, the concession granted to the 
Maritime Canal Company came to an 
end, the syndicate succeeding to the 
older company's rights and privileges. 

The Maritime Canal Company's re¬ 
presentatives dispute, however, that 
their concessions have terminated and 
that it Was stated on their behalf that 
they were entitled to an extension. 
Under the original concession granted 
in 1887 it was agreed that the Mari¬ 
time Canal Company should be given 
an extension of time if "events of main 
foroe" arose to impede the work. 

There had been events of ‘‘main 
force,” the representative of the com¬ 
pany said, namely, ten revolutions in 
Nicaragua, panic years and the fact 
that the United States Government 
had forbidden all construction work 
since the appointment oi tne \Valker 
Commission, about three years ago. 

For the syndicate’s side of the mat¬ 
ter E. F. Cragin was quoted as follows: 
‘‘The concession of the old company 
lapses today and our syndicate as3sumes 
technical control of the only existing 
canal concession. At present we shall 
probably not undertake any construc¬ 
tion work, but our exact course of ac¬ 
tion will be settled at a meeting of 
the syndicate, which will be held in 
this oity^ome time this week.” 

Increitav in Train Service* 

Los Angeles.—The Santa Fe Railway 
will increase its transcontinental train 
service during the coming winter, put¬ 
ting on four limited trains between 
this city and Chicago instead of three 
a.- formerly. The time will alBO be out 
down, the run between Los Angeles 
and Chicago being made in three days, 
twenty-one and a half hours. The 
first train will leave Chicago Novem¬ 
ber 7th, reaching Los Angeles Novem¬ 
ber 10th. The lirst limited will leave 
Los Angeles November 11th. 


SIR THOMAS LIPTON 


Eligibility for Membership I* tk* Royal 

Squadron Depond* on HI* Wlaplng. 

London.—The question sf Sir 
Thomas Lipton’s eligibility ter mem¬ 
bership in the Royal Yacht sqaadron 
is assuming large proportions. That 
exclusive body has blackballed many 
men who are not quite so immersed in 
trade as Sir Thomas. Among* these 
Mr. Ashbury and the Duke of Hamilton 
have already been mentioned. There 
is another, known popularly as 
“Willie” Jamieson. He made mnoh 
money out of whisky and then went 
in for yachting. The Prinoe of Wales 
took him in charge, and still he was 
blackballed by the squadron. If Lip- 
ton fails to “lift” the cup, the question 
of his membership will not come up, 
as he would have no chanoe. If he 
wins there will be a rare tussle be¬ 
tween Tory and Liberal club life. 
America’s cup lias assumed such mag¬ 
nificent proportions that nothing else 
in the yachting world is so coveted, 
and its owner will be able to stand on 
his dignity. To make a new member 
by acclamation or selection is some¬ 
times tbe easiest way out of a difficult 
situation. William Waldorf Astor Was 
seleoted for membership in tlie Carl¬ 
ton. If be had been compelled to wait 
for election he would have been Sligi- 
ble in about twenty-five years, and then 
might have been blackballed. A. few 
thousand pounds to the Conservative 
party’s coffers removed all difficulties. 
If Sir Thomas wins the cup his treat¬ 
ment will probably be similar. 

IO OPPOSE _ A WARLIKE SPIRIT.

New York.— Bolton Hall has given 
out a statement concerning the forma¬ 
tion of a new organization, of which 
lie is temporary Secretary, which is 
to be known as the American League. 

The propose of the American League 
is to oppose the growing warlike spirit 
in the United States. A meeting has 
already been held and a platform 
adopted, which, first of all, resitting 
tbe doctrines of tbo Declaration of In¬ 
dependence and says that o t hsWb ha 
well as the people*! the United BMIss 
should come under its Iwtiofioeae*. wir 
third and last clause says: 

“We adhere to the American wpP 
that government derives its just power 
from tbe consent of the governed, apd 
tbe conclusion is, we are therefore 
opposed to the use of force in the op* 
tension of Amerioan institutions.” -

CHANGES IN NAVAL COURTS. 

ItecommendatioiiM by Judge Advocate 
I-eiuey. 

Washington. — In his annual re¬ 
port to the Secretary of the Navy, 
Samuel C. Lemly, Judge-Advocate- 
General, submits some important com¬ 
mendations looking to tbe betterment 
of tbe judicial brancli of the naval ser¬ 
vice. He calls attention to the great 
hardship of carrying on the records 
charges of desertion against veterans 
of tbe Army and Navy who left their 
organizations at tbe close of the Civil 
War without waiting tbe formality of 
discharge, and it is recommended that 
Congress further extend the beneficial 
provisions of the act of August 14, 
1888, intended to relieve these people. 

Attention is directed to tbe urgent 
necessity of conferring upon courts- 
martial tbe power to compel the testi¬ 
mony of civilians. It is also urged 
that court-martial proceedings may be 
simplified and hastened to a conclu¬ 
sion if Congress confers u|>on the courts 
the power to take testimony by deposi¬ 
tion. Another commendation is tbe 
merging of the examination and re¬ 
tiring boards, now uselessly duplicat- 
ing^funotions.

The trustees of the University of 
Vermont have voted to confer the de¬ 
gree of dootor of laws on Admiral 
Dewey.

Lipton’s pre¬ 
sent title is that of knighthood. 

A dispatch from Cape Town says 
that a quantity of explosives was found 
inside the Cape Town Postoflice, and 
that an attempt had been made to 
murder the staff at the Colesburg Rail¬ 
way junction. 

The Mayor of Havana, Senor La 
Costo, has issued an order declaring 
that no Spanish flag shall be displayed 

in the city of Havana except at tbe 
Spanish consulate. It is believe^ tbst 
this TfiU give rise to considerable hos¬ 
tile critioisin. 

General Otis has- informed the Wir 
Department of the arrival at Manila 

of the transport Athenian with a de¬ 
tachment of the Third Cavalry and 
horses. There wore no casualties on 
the voyage. 

A special dispatch from Pretoria 
says the Transvaal Government lias 
seized gold valued at £800,000, which 
is now lodged in the State mint. The 
Government, the dispatch adds, will 
indemnify the banks to which the 
gold is oonsigned. 

A special to tbe Chronicle from 
Washington says: The State Depart¬ 
ment has been informed from London 
that the British Foreign Office had 
ratified the Alaska provisional boundary 
line as agreed upon by Secretary of 
State Hay and Mr. Tower, British 
Charge d’Affaires. 

James Anderson, an aged crank from 
Chicago, who has annoyed Helen 
Gould for several months with persis¬ 
tent attentions, has been arrested and 
will probably be sent to an insane 
asylum. He began by writing letters 
from Chicago, and then followed them 
and presented himself. He haunted 
the Gould residence and accosted every 
one who entered or left the house. 
He was recognized as the same crank 
who annoyed Miss Gould last May, 
and it was decided to have him ar¬ 
rested. In court he claimed that he 
was married to Miss Gould.

HEAVY EXPORTS OF APPLES. 

On* Hundred Thousand Herrel* Hava 
Dodo Abroad. 

New York.—Apples are just now in 
great demand here on account of tbe 
heavy exportations and the price is 
going upward. It is expected that it 
will go to $6 or $7 per barrel. Bo far 
this season America has exported over 
100,000 barrels, and nearly all were 
of tbe beat stock. The prices paid for 
them—93 per barrel—were very grati¬ 
fying to tbe apple growers. Most of 
apples shipped went to Hamburg and 
England, 25,000 barrels going to Lon¬ 
don. The reason for the great demand 
in Germany for the apples is that tbe 
German apple crop was greatly re¬ 
duced by severe storms. The price of 
apples is sore to be much higher this 
winter than Jor many years. 

Many Vim la Italian Floods. 

London.—Forty persona are reported 
drowned, aooarding to a special dis¬ 
patch from Naples, bv floods following 
severe rains in tbe Province of Baler no. 
A number of small villages and fac¬ 
tories have been destroyed- Troops 
have been sent to the relief of the in¬ 
habitants. 


ATTITUDE OF MCKINLEY. 

Report That tho President Will Do 
Nothing to Antagonlao Groat Britain. 

New York.—A World speoial from 
Chicago says: Through the kindness 
of a prominent Cabinet officer the 
-World correspondent is enabled to an¬ 
nounce the exact policy wbioh Presi¬ 
dent MoKinley means to pursue in the 
dispute between Great Britain and 
the Boers. 

First—This Government having been 
tbe recipient of moral support from 
Edgiand during the war between the 
United States and Spain, will do noth¬ 
ing distasteful to Great Britain. This 
is positive and tbe World correspond¬ 
ent was requested to make the state¬ 
ment unqualifiedly and emphatically. 

Second—While the sympathies of 
the President and bis Cabinet are to 
an extent with the Boers, yet their 
love for England is stronger and out¬ 
weighs their friendliness for tbe Krueg- 
eriles. 

Third—Tbe President will not inter¬ 
vene, believing as be does that inter¬ 
vention might incite some foreign 
power to take a hand in the Philip¬ 
pine war. 

This, in brief, is the Presidents at¬ 
titude. Thns far no formal official re¬ 
quest has been made by tbo South 
Afrioan Republic for American inter¬ 
vention. If suob a request is made it 
will go unheeded for tbe reasons given 
above. 


Yukon Grow* Desert for Cape Nome. 

Victoria,- B. C.—Late shippers of 
winter consignments for tbe Klondike 
are fated to have their geode stalled 
until spring unseals the waterway, and 
this through no fault of tbe cold. 
Tbe river will be open for a fortnight 
yet, but the steamers have made their 
last trip, with but one exception, their 
crews having deserted en masse to 
make their way to tbe gold fields at 
Cape Nome. This ie the news brought 
by tbe Teee and means that probably 
(250,000 worth of goods now in transit 
will fail to reach Dawson before winter 
sets in. The foundation for tbe rush 
to Nome is a report gent back by the 
Klondikers on tbe ground to tbe effect 
that the new field ie better by far 
than that wbioh lias made tbe Yukon 
famous.

Loading Live Stock. 

The accompanying illustration show* 
a device for loading hogs aiffl sheep 
that are too heavy to lift. The figuie 
represents one side only. The bottom 
is a two-inch plank one foot or sixteen 
Inches wide, or as wide as the wagon 
box, if you want it, with- slats nailed 
crosswise on the bottom to- keep the 
stock from slipping. The ends- are both 
of the same nngb* so that when set up 
on the hind end of the wagon it will fit 
the box, and the end on the ground is 
perpendicular. By means of a few 
portable panels we can load stuck *1 
moot any place where there is a fence 
for one-side. Tbe device can be adjust¬ 
ed to- suit tbe wagon, unlike one that is

THE DEAD BEE. 


Butt •twUtn. 

There is a reason why the Adlron- 

dr.ck forest fires should become mor$ 
destructive each succeeding year. Most 
of the timber there Is spruce. While 
spruce is used for various purposes it 
it valued chiefly as material for the 
manufacture* of sounding boards for 
all kinds of musical fnstruments. 

That part of the spruce trcJT~which 
is free from branches, extending to 
from 20 to 30 feet above the ground. 
Is known as a fiddle butt. As there are 
no branches in that part of the trunk 
there are no knots, and when the lum¬ 
ber Is sawed it presents a smooth sur¬ 
face, an essential in the making of 
sounding boards. 

The stealing of fiddle butts Is carried 
on ns a regular Industry by hundreds 
of men who own small farms on the 
outer edges of the forests. These men 
go into the woods in winter and cut 
down thousands of great spruce trees. 
They take from each tree only the 
base log, which they sell at the nearest 
sawmill, allowing the remainder of the 
tree to lie where it 'alls. The branch¬ 
es become dry as tinder in time, and 
when a lire is started by a careless 
hunter or woodsman they furnish an 
abundance of fuel for the spread of 
the conflagration. 

Many efforts have been made to pun¬ 
ish the fiddle butt stealers, but it is a 
fact that no jury lias ever been got to¬ 
gether that would bring in a verdict of 
guilty. It is claimed, with much evi¬ 
dence of truth, that a jury lias never 
been selected in that section that did 
not have a fiddle butt stealer among 
Its members,

■His father, George A. Pillsbury; his

F. -C. Pillsbury, were admitted to the 
-firm, -which continued as Charles A 
Pillsbury & Co. until the acquisition 
•of the property by the English syndl 
cate in 1890. New mills were added 
to the original, and a system of eleva¬ 
tors was purchased In connection with 
the mills.

The re¬ 
cent grounding of a huge freighter off 
Drummond Island In the northern 
straits shows how faulty the surveys 
and soundings of the chain are relative 
.to modern vessels. 

The freighter standing up the chan¬ 
nel -to the “Soo” was In what her 
chart declared to be thirty-four feet 
-water. As she draws about thir¬ 
teen she had plain sailing. But when 
all -were snug and confident the ship 
drove onto a rock and was stuck fast 
aground. This rock lies but ten feet 
below the surface. Ten years ago it 
wa* no obstruction for the reason that 
the average draught of lake vessels 
was about eight feet on the load water 
line. To-day It Is much nearer fifteen 
or even eighteen, so the soundings of 
years ago are not altogether reliable 
lu channels dotted with small islands. 

The Government, through the engin¬ 
eers -of the army, makes frequent 
soundings tn harbors and along shore 
lines. Changes in types of vessels, 
changes In currents, changes in water 
levels when found to be permanent all 
require modifications of existing 
charts, rrohnbly no system of Inter¬ 
nal waterways is so thoroughly charted 
as the great lakes. Yet It is no Infre¬ 
quent thing for some vessel to run 
aground on concealed obstructions 
where the detailed sounding charts es¬ 
tablish a depth of water more than 
three times sufficient to float the ves¬ 
sel. 

Six years ago the old Michigan made 
a series of harbor soundings for Chi¬ 
cago No lake port In the whole sys-

The bottle brush 
must have good Bristles and a s'-ong 
handle. After all lhe milk has been 
rinsed off from the bottle that can tie 
with cold water, then put in some n >.v- 
dered borax, and with tilt* strong bn'.'It 
it can be made to shine. Now pi-; •>■ 
the hot tie in cold water to couipi" -iv 
cover it. and let the water heat slowly 
and boil for twenty minutes. Then >r 
it cool enough so that you can comfort¬ 
ably handle it. The day's supply of 
food being ready, it can be put imme¬ 
diately into the bottles and tightly 
.corked with absorbent cotton. About 
ten minutes before baby's meal time 
place the bottle in a pitcher of warm 
water. When warm enough remove ti e 
absorbent cotton, put on the nipple, 
and it is ready for baby.

Y’et W. J. Wilson of the 
hydrographic office says that it would 
not be a matter for surprise if a large 
vessel, freight or passenger, should find 
something the Michigan overlooked. 
Mr. Wilson says that unless an exact 
topographical chart of every acre of 
harbor Is made It cannot be relied upon 
conclusively. Yet the charts as made 
are trustworthy because they cover the 
ground so fully that changes from the 
depths marked In detail are not prob¬ 
able. 

As soon as an obstruction Is located 
and reported new soundings are made 
over it and all about for a long distance 
to determine its extent and the possibil¬ 
ity of its being one of a group. These 
new charts are issued as soon as com¬ 
pleted and every shipmaster has one 
for future guidance. Of course in the 
lakes where shore lines are so close 
sailing by the compass Is not so exact 
as it Is at sea. Still masters are ex¬ 
pected to be able to do this whenever 
called upon. In lake charts, however, 
obstructions are plated both by lati¬ 
tude and longitude and with reference 
to lights or harbors nearest at hand. 

No system of lakes presents as wide 
variations of extreme depth as the big 
fresh writer system. Beginning with 
Superior and following the chain east¬ 
ward they vary from 1,386 feet to but 
210. They are respectively 602 feet 
above sea level for Superior, 581 each 
for Michigan and Huron, 573 for Erie 
and but 247 for Ontario. Superior is 
far the deepest, with Michigan second. 
Ontario is close on Its heels, being with¬ 
in a few feet of Huron, while Erie is 
so shallow that Its greatest depth is 
thirty-six feet less than the midlake 
depth of Michigan between Chicago 
and St. Joseph. Erie can claim but 210 
feet extreme depth.
